dins all this his confident aſſurance, he proved no 
better than a falſe Prophet:for the Meſsiah whom 
they expetted, did come that year no more than he 
ever will, which ts not at all; viz: ſuch a Melsiah 
whom they expect , ſhall call them together as a 
Huntſman doth hus Elounds, and fo to lead them 
to Jeruſalem, and there to build the ſame again 
with the Temple, and that in a more glorious 
manner than ever it yet enjoyed : But ſo it was, 
that this learned Rabie's unlearned Sermon , took 


fomuch in the hearts of the aforeſaid deluded people, 


who had rather than Roaſt-meat ſee their Demy- 
god come to carry them as aforeſaid , as that they 
gave him much moneys the women likewiſe preſent- 
ed hm with many good gifts both of Gold and Sil- 
ver unknown to their husbands , and all to the end 
they might find the more favour and reſpeFt in the

But ſo it happened, that bereupon the learned 
Jewes of Moravia, living upon the Frontier of 
the Realm of Hungaria , who belonged to the 
Germane Emperor , ſummoned a meeting to con- 
ſult about the aforeſaid matter of their Meſsiah's 
not coming ,as was expefted ; and finding no foln- 
dation in the Scripture to own any ſees Roperiitbey 
did joyntly and unanimouſly relinquiſh that their 
groundleſs aſſertion, and not onely fo, but did with 
the like unanimity confeſs and acknowledge , that 
leſus Chriſt, whom the Chriſtians worſhipped, was 
the true Meſsiah, and that none other was. to be 
waited upon or expeRed, until \his ſecond coming 
to judge the quick and: the dead : And thereupon 
they were baptiſed by the Papiſts, unto whoſe Re- 
ligion they betook themſelves; which when I un= 
derſtood, I made the like attempt my ſelf, but m- 
aſmuch as 1 was ſo ngrrowly watched us aforeſaid, 
1 therefore reſolved to travel into ſuch a plate where 
I might exerciſe the Chriſtian Religion with more 
freedom. pM +.

thereof into the ſtream of a {wift running River : 
And all this was done by a Chriſtian , for they are 
warned much to take heed thereof. 

They faidlikewiſe, that when the ſaid blood falls 
intoany waterin the houſe, or upon any of their 
meat, Or into their drink, they having not been 
careful to provide Iron betorchand, the ſame muſt 
bethrown away, being not fit for any uſe : for they 
fay, that if any one cateth thereof, or maketh any 
uſe of the ſame, he would burſt to pieces. 

Beloved Chriſtians, what do you think of this, 
or what can we ſuppoſe this to be, other than the

Now the next day itcame to paſs, that one of the 
three (before named Rabies) went to Market, with 
an intention to buy a Pot of Milk of a certain wo- 
man,who was called Mary, and he bought it of her :

--Is nor this therefore an extream lie , moſt pro- 
phane and unſpeakable blaſphemy £ The which, 
notonely the Evangetiſts do condemne, as you 
m Luke 7-53: ſhall find in »» - where it is evidently. proved to

Tewes againſt that fin of Adultery; But likewiſe in 
the old Teſtament , according to the Lay of

Wellchen, my blind 7ewes, how is it cometo paſs 
(or let me knowthe reaſon) that theſe two perſons 
elcaped, (ecing there were two ſuch ſevere Ln 
tnat 
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that did forbid theſe tranſgreſſions, and that they 
remained unpuntſhed, and that they were ſuffered 
ro come into the ſtreets, or frequent the Markets ; 
wherefore werethey'not (according to. the Law of 
Moſes) ſtoned to death , as it was the cuſtome a- 
monegſt the-Fewes formerly to be done , who were 
prefently ready to ſtone them to death , in manner 
as it was with him'who had.gathered fticks on the 
Sabbath day, and others allo for the like offence , 
who without remiſſion haye been pur to death ?

That is, She & a Yirgin,like unto the Mother of the 
hanged, mcaning thereby the Virgin Mary : Theſc 
are the abominable lies, and falſe Accuſations, and 
Blaſphemies of the 7ewes. 

Ye unbeiieving ewes, you may charge our Sa- 
viour and his Mother with what falſe Talon 
you will, or that your unclean ſpirits ſhall move 
you ; bur I will clearly manifeſt unto you, and 
prove out of your own Scriptures, that your Ac- 
cuſations are falſe. 

It was an antient cuſtome amongſt the ewes

And that is the cauſe, that of a thouſand Tewes, 
one of them is not able to give the true meaning 
one leaf of your Talmud. But you all believe 
what your Al ſe Prophets, the Rabies, do teach and 
preach tnto you. 

And through thire falſe and dubious Doftrine, 
they bring you aſtray by leading you into the wrony 
way, to the very pit of deftruttion, and eternall 
damnation ; where is nothing but ſhame and diſ- 
grace, without any hope or conſolation for ever. 

_ Therefore, my former loving Brethren, I do
